New Delhi, the 22nd April 1970 

G.S.R. 810 . — In pursuance of the provisions of Rule 45 of the Fundamental 
Rules, the President hereby makes the following rules namely: — 

1 . Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may be called the Allot- 
ment of Hostel Accommodation (Ministry of Kxternal Affairs) Rules, 1970 . 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publication in the Official 

Gazette. 


( 1785 ) 
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2. Definition. — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires — 

(a) ‘allotment’ means the grant of a licence to occupy a residence in. ac- 

cordance with thn provisions of these rules; 

(b) ‘allotment period’ means the duration for which the allotment of a 

residence to an officer Is valid; 

(c) ‘effective date of allotment’ means the date which has been specified 

in the letter of allotment issued by the Ministry as the effective date 
for commencement of rental liability of the allottee: 

(d) ‘emoluments' means the emoluments as defined In F- R. 4B-C but ex- 

cluding the compensatory allowances; 

(e) ‘family’ means the wife or husband, as the case may he, and children, 

step children, legally adopted children who are dependent on the 
officer, but shall not include parents, brothers or sisters; except 
when such an officer desirous of putting up his or her parents, 
when such an officer desirous of putting up his or her parents, 
ed the previous permission of the Ministry; 

(f) ‘Government’ means the Central Government; 

(g) ‘Hostel’ means the External Affairs Hostel at Curzon Road, New 

Delhi, or any other Hostel in New Delhi maintained by the Ministry; 

(h) ‘Manager’ means the Manager of the Hostel and includes any officer 

designated to hold charge of the post of Manager; 

(i) ‘Ministry’ means the Ministry of External Affairs, Government of 

India, New Delhi, 

(j) ‘Officer’ means an officer of the Indian Foreign Service Branch ‘A’ or 

the Indian Foreign Service Branch ‘B’ or the Information Service 
of India or any other officer under the administrative control of the 
Ministry; 

(k) ‘Rent’ means the sum of money payable monthly or daily in accor- 

dance with the provisions of the Fundamental Rules unless other- 
wise provided in these rules in respeqt of a residence allotted under 
these rules and includes rent for Servants’ quarters and garages, 
service charges, furniture rent, linen rent and such other charges as 
may be specified bv the. Ministry from time to time; 

(l) ‘Residence’ means any room or suite In the Hostel under the adminis- 

trative control of the Ministry; 

(m) ‘type’ means the type of residence in the External Affairs Hostel to 

which an officer is eligible. 

3. Eligibility for allotment of hostel accommodation.-— fl ) An officer belonging 
to the Indian Foreign Service Branch ‘A’ or the Indian Foreign Service Branch 
*B’ or Information Service of India or an officer who is under the administrative 
control of the Ministry, either on transfer to the Headquarters, or on home leave, 
or on leave preparatory to retirement, or on consultation duty, or under orders 
of transfer ahrm d shall be eligible for allotment of accommodation in the Hostel. 

(2) The following categories of officers may be considered for allotment of 
accommodation in the Hostel for the bovafide use of their families when the 
officers are posted abroad, provided the families are not in occupation of any 
other Government accommodation namely: — 

(a) Officers posted to non-family stations directly from an Indian Mission 

abroad; 

(b) Officers already serving abroad who are required or forced through 

circumstances to repatriate their families to India on account of 
local situations or developments in the station abroad: 

(c) Officers who are obliged to leave their families behind in India in the 

interest of school-going children to enable them to complete the 
academic year of studies for a maximum period of three months at 
the discretion of Additional Secretary in the Ministry; 

(d) Officers posted to stations abroad on temporary duty. 
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(3) The Ministry may, on special consideration, also allow residential facilities 
for a specified period to the family of an officer not covered by clauses (a) to 
(d) of sub-rule (2). In all such cases, unless otherwise decided by the Ministry 
with the authority of Additional Secretary in the Ministry, the rent recoverable 
shall be standard rent fixed under F. R. 45-B, as amended from time to time. 

4. Allotment to husband and wife. — No officer shall be eligible for allotment 
of accommodation under these rules if either the wife or the husband, as the 
case may be, of the officer has already been allotted any Government accommo- 
dation. 

Provided that this rule shall not applv where a husband and wife are residing 
separately in pursuance of an order of judicial separation made by a court in 
India. 

5. Application for the allotment. — An application for the allotment of a resi- 
dence shall be made in such form and manner as may be specified by the Minis- 
try and forwarded to the Ministry. 

6. Allotment ox residence. — (1) A residence on falling vacant may toe allotted 
bv the Ministry to an applicant on the basis of a waiting list prepared for the 
allotment of residence. 

(2) Notwithstanding anything contained in these rules the Ministry will have 
the discretion to allot accommodation out of turn to officers deserving special 
consideration under special circumstances. Such out of turn allotment will be 
made only with the specific approval of Additional Secretary in the Ministry. 

(3) The Ministry may by order earmark several residences in the Hostel for 
allotment to visting Indian Heads of Missions/Posts and high officials. 


7. Failure to occupy th e allotted residence. — If an officer fails to occupy the 
residence allotted to him by the Ministry or fails to inform the Manager regard- 
ing the acceptance of the allotment and his liability for the payment of rent 
within 2 days from the effective date of allotment, the allotment shall stand 
cancelled. 

8 Types of accommodation and eligibility of officers. — (1) Single room with 
bath and without kitchen.— This type shall normally accommodate a single officer. 


(2) Single room with bath and kitchen— This type shall normally accommo- 
date two adults and two children at the maximum. 

(3) Family suite, — This type shall normally accommodate a family officer with 
more than 2 children. 


(4) Nothwithstanding anything contained in sub-rules (1), (2) and (3) the 
Additional Secretary in the Ministry or any other Officer authorised for the pur- 
pose, will have the discretion as regards the type of accommodation to toe allotted. 


9. Period for which allotment subsists and the concessional period for further 
retention. — (1) Tlie Hostel is intended to provide transit accommodation for 
officers and staff of the Ministry till they secure regular allotment in the General 
Pool or any other residential pool or Hostel under the Ministry of Health and 
Family Planning and Works, Housing and Urban Development, Government _ of 
India, or for a period of six months, whichever is earlier. Every officer seeking 
accommodation in the hostel shall, if eligible, apply immediately after joining the 
post at headquarters, for regular residential accommodation under the Allotment 
of Government Residences (General Pool in Delhi) Rules, 1963, as amended from 
time to time. 


(2) The allotment shall he effective from the date on which rent for the resi- 
dence became payable and shall continue only for a period of six months unless 
the officer seeks and obtains permission in writing from the Ministry for a further 
extension Such an applicant shall not be considered unless application for such 
extension is made at least 15 days before the expiry of the allotment period of 
six months, giving sufficient and adequate reasons compelling the officer and/or 
his family to stay in the Hostel beyond the allotment period of six months. 

10. Provisions relating to rent.— The liability for rent shall commence from 
the effective date of allotment. 

11 Payment of rent.— (1) The officer shall normally toe liable to pay rent in 
respect of the residence allotted to him at the following rates in addition to the 
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prescribed rent for furniture and linen, service and other charges and rent for 
Servants’ quarters and garage if any, under F.R. 45-A. as amended from time to 
time: 


(1) Monthly rates 

(a) Single room without kitchen— Rs. 25 or 10 per cent of pay whichever Is 

more subject to a maximum of the standard rent of Rs. 54,52 paise 
per month. 

(b) Single room with kitchen- — Rs. 35 or 10 per cent of pay whichever is 

more subject to a maximum of standard rent of Rs. 64.60 paise per 
month, 

(c) Family suite— Rs. 80 or 10 per cent of pay whichever is more subject 

to a maximum of the standard rent of Rs, 138.26 paise per month. 

(ii) Dally rates, — An officer whose stay in the hostel does not exceed 20 
days, shall be charged at the following all inclusive daily rates: 


With standard furniture With austre furniture 


'(a) Single room without kitchen Rs. 7/- 

(b) 'Sjpgle room with kitchen Rs. 9/- 

(c) Family suite Rs- 14/-

Rs. 8-25 
Rs. 12.80 


(2) Where an officer fails to obtain permission, in writing, under sub-rule (2) 
of rule 9 for the continued occupation of the accommodation for a further period 
beyond the allotment period of six months, the allotment of the accommodation 
shall be deemed to be cancelled on the expiry of the allotment period of six 
months and ho shall be liable for payment of .standard rent in. respect of that 
accommodation, furniture, linen, services and for servants’ auarter and garage, 
if any, under F.R. 45 -B as amended from time to time, for a period of two months 
exceeding six months from the date on which rent became payable and thereafter 
he shall be liable to pay the market rent as the Ministry may determine from 
time to time. 

(3f where an officer has been permitted by the Ministry to retain the acorn- 
modation for a period exceeding six months, he shall be liable to pay rent at rates 
laid down In sub-rule (1) of Rule 11. with effect from the date of expiry of a 
period of six months counting from the date rent became due until a father 
period of six months whereafter he shall toe liable to pay the rent m^er F. - 
40- R for a maximum period of two months. Thereafter he shall . b ^ ^^le to PW 
market rent, as the Ministry may determine from time to time unless 1 the M ffistry 
has by order of the Additional Secretary permitted him to retain his residence 
for one or more of the following reasons: 

(a) availability of residence in the Hostel of the type occupied by the 

officer in relation to the demand; or 

(b) exceptional humanitarian grounds meriting special consideration. 

/a) Th e accommodation provided to the family of an officer under the Pro- 
visions rf sub-rule (2) of Rule 3 will be fora 

from the date the rent became due and will be on pavment of assessed r nr as 
mentioned in sub-rule (1) of rule 11. ......

crossed cheque in favour of the ‘Manager’ E.A. Hoster by the bank concerned. 

(2) Resident receiving monthly bills shall arrange to settle them by the 7th of 
the month subsequent to that pertaining to the bill. In case any bill is not settled 
by that date, a surcharge of Paise 50 per day. in addition to the amount of the 
bill, shall he levied as collection charges unless the Ministry is satisfied that the 
delay in settlement of the bill by the officer was due to circumstances beyond his 
control- In all such cases bills as preferred by the Manager will first be paid by 
an ailottee and claim for waiving of excess charges will be referred to the Ministry 
who will consider such claim in consultation with the Manager. 

(3) Residents whose bills remain unsettled for 30 days from the date of issue 
shall render themselves liable to cancellation of their allotment apart from their 
liability to p sty the surcharge referred to in sub-rule C2) and in that case the 
hostel dues will be recovered at source from the paybill of the officer concerned. 

Note. — (1) The Ministry may, in special circumstances and on application, 
allow an officer to pay the Hostel bill through his/her salary bill. Such per- 
mission should however, be sought In advance and not after the receipt of the blll- 

Note. — (2) All bills in respect of services to officers from the Caterer Sj)|Htoe 
Hostel shall be settled direct with the Caterer. The Ministry takes no resftonsi- 
hllity for any disagreement regarding the Caterer’s hills In respect of services to 
officers. 

13. Liability of the officer for payment of rent till the residence is vacated. — 

An officer to whom a residence has been allotted shall be personally liable for 
rent thereof and for any damage, beyond fair wear and tear, caused thereof or to 
the furniture, fixtures or fittings and/or services provided therein by the Govern- 
ment during the period for which the residence has been and remains allotted to 
him. and where the allotment has been cancelled under any of the provisions of 
these rules, until the residence along with the Servant quarter or garage. If any, 
has been vacated and full vacant possession thereof has been restored to the 
Manager. 

14. Maintenance of residence. — (11 At the time of handing over occupation of 
the accommodation to on officer the Manager will ensure that a proper inventory 
of furniture and furnishing items and of fittings therein has been prepared and 
handed over to the allottee under receipt. 

(2) An officer to whom a residence has been allotted shall maintain the resi- 
dence and room In a clean and proper condition and observe hostel regulations in 
this behalf. 

15. Vacation of premises (1) Notwithstanding anything contained in the fore- 

going rules, the Ministry may, at any time in public interest, reaulre an officer to 
vacate and surrender the accommodation, allotted to him by giving him notice of 
four weeks, in writing. 

(2) Where an officer fails to vacate a residence in accordance with the notice 
referred to in sub-rule (1) the accommodation allotted to him shall be deemed 
to have been cancelled on the expiry of the period of notice and he shall be liable 
to pay market rent in respect Of that accommodation, as may be determined by 
the Ministry from time to time besides any other disciplinary action that may be 
taken against him. 

(3) At the time of taking possession of the residence vacated by an officer/ 1 
family the Manager will ensure that there are no breakages etc. and that no arti- 
cles of furniture etc. provided therein are short or missing. If there are any 
breakages not due to fair wear and teaT or shortages the Manager will obtain In 
cleat terms the acceptance of officer’s liability to pay the cost of the missing/ 
broken articles on the basis of their full book value. 

16. Application of these Rules to offlcers/families allotted accommodation under 
old rules. — (1) These rules will also apply to the officers or families occupying 
accommodation in the hostel on the date the rules come into force. However, 
all such officers or families as have already resided in the hostel for a period 
exceeding four months, will be allowed a further period of two months to vacate 
the hostel falling which the allotment of accommodation and garage and servants’ 
quarter. If any, would be deemed to have been cancelled on the expiry of two 
months’from the date these rules come Into force, and they would then be subject 
to the provisions of rule 11 for which purpose, the period of stav will toe counted 
as from the day they initially occupied accommodation in the hostel. 
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(2) Notwithstanding what is stated in sub-rule (11 the administrative instruc- 
tions or orders already issued by the Ministry imposing standard rent under F,R. 
45-B on the long over-stayers in the hostel, will continue to be operative unless 
rescinded/modifled bv the Ministry. 

17. Surrender of an allotment and period of notice, — An officer may surrender 
an allotment by giving intimation so as to reach the Ministry and the Manager at 
least five days before the date of vac '.ion of the residence. The allotment, of the 
accommodation shall be deemed to have been cancelled with effect from the 8th 
day after the day on which the letter is received by the Ministry or the date 
specified in the letter whichever is later. If an officer fails to give due notice he 
shall be responsible for payment of rent for five days or the number of days by 
which the notice given by him falls short of five days, provided that the Ministry 
mav accept a notice for a shorter period. 

Note. — The provisions of this rule will not apply to casual visitors staying in 
the hostel for a period not exceeding 28 days. In their case the notice period will 
be 24 hours only which will be given direct to the Manager. If no notice is given 
in writing the officer shall be charged rent for one clear dav beyond the date of 
vacation of the hostel. 

18. Surety for payment of rent from a temporary Government Servant. — 

Where an officer to whom a residence has been allotted is neither a permanent 
nOr a quasi-permanent Government Servant he shall be required to execute a 
surety bond in the form prescribed by the Ministry, with a surety, who shall be 
a permanent Government Servant serving under the Ministry, for due payment 
of rent and other charges due from him in respect of such residence or servant 
quarters or garage, if any. 

19. Allotment of accommodation to persons other than Government officials. — 

The Ministry, may, at its discretion and subject to the availability of accommoda- 
tion, Bllot accommodation in the Hostel to foreign dignitaries or foreign scholars 
or an officer of a Ministry other than the Ministry of External Affairs. An allottee 
under the provisions of this sub-rule will be liable to nav rent as prescribed for 
the officers or the Minister of External Affairs. 

20. Interpretation and relaxation. — If any question arises as to the interpreta- 
tion of these rules the decision of the Ministry thereon shall be final. The 
Ministry can also relax any of these rules for reasons to he recorded.

G.S.R. 811. — Tlu; foUawing draft of certain rules further to amend the preven- 
tion of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which the Central Government proposes to 
make In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (2) of section 4 end sub- 
section (i) of section 23 of the Prevention of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 
1954), and after consultation with the Central Committee for Food Standards, Is 
hereby published aa required by sub-seetlon (1) of section 23 of the said Act, for 
the Information of all persons likely to be affected thereby; and notice is hereby 
given that the said draft rules will be taken into consideration on or after the 
30th June, 1970. 
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Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person with 
respect to the said draft rules before the dote so specified above shall be con- 
sidered by, the Central Government: 

Draft Rules 

1 (1) These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulteration (Amend- 
ment) Rules, 1970. 

(2) These shall come into force on the date of their publication in the 
official Gazette. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 

(a) after rule 11, the following rule shall be inserted, namely. — 

1, A. Time limit for sending sample to Central Food Laboratory. — Wher- 
ever the accused vendor or the complainant wants to make an 
application to the court for sending his part of the sample to the 
Central Food Laboratory under sub-section (2) of section 13, ho 
shall make an application to the court for sending the part of the 
sample mentioned In sub-clause (i) or sub-clause (ill) of clause 
(C) of sub-section (1) of section 11 of the Act for a certificate 
within a period of one month from the date of receipt of the sum- 
mons by the accused vendor or institution of the prosecution by 
the complainant, as the case may be”, 

(b) in rule 12, the following proviso shall be added at the end, namely: — 

"Provided that In cases where the food inspector draws a sample from a 
loose container and the sealed container of the same article la 
available, he should simulteneously draw a samrle from the sealed 
container havinp the same declaration and intimate such informa- 
tion in writing to the public analyst.”

(a) who, after having been under suspension, Is reinstated within 120 days 
or 180 days, as the case may be, preceding .the date of hip compulsory 
retirement add was prevented by reason 'of having been Under sus- 
pension from applying for leave preparatory to retirement, shall, be 
allowed to avail of such leave as he was prevented from applying 
for, subject to a maximum Of 120 days or 180 days, as the case ffiay 
be, reduced by the period between the date of reinstatement and 
the date of compulsory retirement; 

(b) who retired from service on attaining the age of compulsory retire- 
ment while under suspension and was prevented from applying for 
leave preparatory to retirement on account of having been under 
suspension shall be allowed to avail of the leave to his credit sub- 
ject to a maximum of 120 days or 180 days, as the case may be, after 
termination of proceedings, as prescribed in rule 11, 


as if it had been refused as aforesaid if. In the opinion of the authority com- 
petent to order reinstatement, he has been fully exonerated and the 
suspension was wholly unjustified : 


Provided further that a member of the Service, whose service has been 
extended in the interests of the public service beyond the date of 
his compulsory retirement may be granted earned leave as under; — 


(i) during the period of extension, any earned leave due in respect Of the 
period of such extension, and, to the extent necessary, the e aimed 
leave which could have been granted to him under the preceding 
proviso had he retired on the date of compulsory retirement; “ 
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(11) after the expiry of the period of extension: — 

(a) the earned leave which could have been granted to him under the 

preceding proviso had he retired on the date of compulsory 
retirement, diminished by the amount of such leave availed at 
during the period of extension and 

(b) any leave earned during the period of extension as has boen formally 

applied for as preparatory to final cessation of his duties in suffi- 
cient time during the extension and refused to him on account of 
the exigencies of the public service; and 

(iii) in determining the amount of earned leave due in respect of the 
extension with reference to rule 11, the earned leave, if any, admissi- 
ble under the preceding proviso shall be taken into account: 

Provided further that the grant of leave under this rule, extending beyond 
the date on which a member of the Service must compulsorily retire, 
or beyond the date upto which a member of the service has bem 
permitted to remain in service, shall not be construed as extension of 
service.
